READY TOEMERGE

Berlin, Nov, 3 (AP)—Germany’s 
“thud religion,” a Teutonic faith 
movement, appears ready today to 
emerge, with the state and Der 
Puehrer as objects of veneration. 
‘The movement soon will be re- 
cognized as an incorporated society 
to have the same privileges. and 
prerogatives enjoyed by the Catho~ 
Ue and Protestant churches, ac- 
cording ta a promise said to have 
been given by Relehsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler to assembled party distri 
Jeaders in Munich last Priday. 

Hitler's momentous decision to 
raw the Nazi party and the state 
authorities out of the church strug- 
gle was reported to have caused 
some constemation at first. as It 
wag evidence to the party's leaders 
thls would mean defeat for the 
German Christian group. 

‘To compensate for his disappoint 
ment, It was reliably reported Hit- 
ler promised the “Neo-Heathens"— 
|Zepresented by Dr. Alfred Rosen~ 
‘berg, Rudolph Hess and Baldur Von 
Schirsch—that the Teutonic faith 
movement would also be recognized 
83 a corporate body. 

Tt was freely predicted by both 
Protestant and Catholics that many 
dyed-In-the-woo! Nazis imbued with 
the teachings of Rosenberg will quit 
the Christian churehes.and join the 
Dew religion. 

‘The new movement resembles Ja 
panese Ghintolsm, in that Hitler, 
Ike the Japanese emperor. and Ger- 
‘many, like Japan, would be objects 
of veneration.

MOTHERS’ HEALTH 


Death Rate of Infants 
When One Year Far 
Too High 
Presenting to the Canadian mo- 
ther ‘the grave responsibilities and 
the: great opportunities. that are 
hers, Dr. Helen MacMurchy, CBE, 
formerly direttor of the Child Wel- 
fare Division of the National De- 
partment of Health, gave a search- 
ing address on present conditions in 
this country when she spoke yes~ 
terday afternoon at ‘the annual 
luncheon meeting of the Women's 
Canadian Club at the New Queen's 

Hotel. 

‘About one hfindred guests were 
resent at the luncheon. Bowls of 
chrysanthemums and clusters of| 
flags. were used effectively og table 
decorations. At the conclusion of 
the luncheon, Mrs. J. W. Kinnear, 
president of the club, spoke to the 
members on plans for Armistice 
Day observance asking them to at- 
tend the public service where a 
wreath in thelr name would be 
placed at the foot of the memorial 
in remer Of the sacrifloes of 
the past and“ the glorious hope 
of a world made safe by Interna- 
tional’ brotherhood. 

‘An Ouistanding Woman 

In Introducing the guest speak- 
er, Mrs, Kinnear referred to Dr. 
MacMurehy as one of the most out- 
standing women in Canada. today. 
Her. varied career has been one of 
distinction, ax a scholar, 
medical doctor, author and editor, 
and has been one of long years of 
service to the public. She has. 
been particularly interested in child 
welfare and It was her outstanding 
work in this field which merited 
the recognition of His Majesty the 
King who conferred on her ‘the 
honor of jer of the Brie 
ish Empire. 

Dr. MaoMurehy replied charming- 
ly to the welcome extended by Mrs 
Kinnear and spoke of Belleville as 
one of the places where people tn- 
stinctively felt at home, ‘Travelling 
through this district 20 often she 
always joved to see the spires of 
Belleville come into view and was 
Gelighted to find herself again in 
the city. . 

In her address “The Canadian 
Mother Looks at Canada," Dr. Mac- 
Murchy outlined for her hearera 
the problems ficing Canada today 
urging them to give serious thought 
to the possible solution of present 
‘conditions. 

Hating to Think 

“Tt ts 90 hard to get people. to 
think” she remarked.“ 
ple hate to think!

Thfant mortality 1s too high, 73 ba- 
ies dle under a year per thousand 
‘ving. births ‘In ‘Canada, as com- 
pared with sixty-five in Great Bri- 
tain, and thirty-three in New Zea- 
mand 

Pointing out that the Canadian 

mother was not one whose faith 
wavered in hard times, who was 
absent trom her place ‘in. church, 
Dr, MacMurchy dwelt on the awnk- 
ening'of the consciousness of peor 
ple to the realization that the pro 
Blems of to-day are not to be over 
some entirely by the unaided wis- 
dom and power of man. 
Saved from war, chaoe, belie! in 
the Lord Jesus Christ must be re- 
newed and from one's personal ex- 
perience of revelation of the lving 
God whose goodness and mercy has 
been manifested hundreds of tines 
in each Individual life, will come 
encouragement and saleation.

Sir George Schuster, financial adviser to 
the British Government, at present visiting 
the United States, told his hearers at a 
luncheon the other day what many of 
them'knew, that we have now in the cur- 
Tency and credit/position of the world the 
Potentialities of'an enormous expansion. 
‘These potentialities exist in several direc- 
tons. +In the United States, for example, 
the devaluation of the dollar to 59 per cent 
of its previous parity has raised the dollar 
value of our gold resrves by 69 per cent. 

. The theoretical effect on potential eredit 
expansion Is the same as if re had in. 
reased our gold supply ove it by that 
amount. I Foreign” eguntiies storia re- 
turn to the gold basis at approximately 
the present-levels of depreciation of their 
currencies, they also would increase their 
relative gold reserves at the new parities. 
addition, as Sir George points out, 
there must be a good deal of hoarded 
gold in the world, which would begin to 
emerge if confidence returned. This 
would further swell gold reserves. 

All this is doubtless familiar enough to 
the financial community, but it is knowl- 
edge, unfortunately, that has not yet 
trickled down to our inflationists, The 
eruder of them want to go straight to the 
printing pressés, and the more sophisti- 
cated are still busy thinking up schemes 
for somehow pumping credit under high 
pressure into. the business system. All 
such plans put the cart before the horse. 
The truth is that we need a huge credit 
expansions before we can have a revival of 
business, but that a sound revival of busi- 
ness would almost automatically bring a 
credit expansion. With the existence of 
deposit insurance and the obvious restor- 
ation of confidence in the banks, it can 
no longer be argued that what chiefly 
stands in the way of credit expansion is 
an irrational desire on the part of the 
bankers-for liquidity. It cannot even be 
argued that the chief obstacle to™credit 
expansions is a lack of confidence on. the 
part of the banks. The Association of Re- 
serve City Bankers reports that its mem- 
bers have made available credit lines to- 
Aaling $6,155,000,000, of which only $1,~ 
950,000,000 is being used. On the basis 
of these figures it is estimated that Amer- 
ican business as a whole Js still not making 
use of from $8,000,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000,000 credit that it already has. As 
business men no more than bankers can 
be bullied or frightened into confidence, 
what is necessary is to learn the reasons 
for their hesitancy and if possible to re- 
move them. Once they are rémoved, the 
Problem will not be to pump credit into 
existence but to head off a possible run- 
away credit inflation—New York Times.

The 
merrymakers retire to their cabins after 
the farewell dance, many of them never 
to emerge alive—fire breaks out in those 
deadly hours before dawn when night is 
‘kest and-vitality is lowest.

ROYAL WEDDING RING 


When the Duke of Kent (Prince George) 
marries Princess Marina; the wedding 
ring will be made,of gold obtained from 
a Welsh mine. The name-of the mine is 
Bedd Coedwr, the “Woodman’s Grave.” 
not a very auspicious name, and it is not 
surprising to hear that the owners are 
thinking of changing it to the “Marina” 
mine. The gold comes from a_ district 
some ten miles from the shore of Cardigan 
bay, “in a fold of heavily wooded hills.” 
In connection with the re-naming of the 
mine, it is recalled that another Welsh 
old mine, formerly known as the Gwt 
fnydd, supplied the gold for the regi 
of the Prince of Wales at his investitutre 
in Carnarvon in 1911, since which date it 
has been known as the Prince Edward 
mine. 

In using a pain gold ring the precedent 
is followed which was established by 
Queen Victoria at her wedding. The 
Prince Consort wanted to give his bride a 
new ring, but it had been the custom for 
British sovereigns to use.a ring having his- 
torical associations. However, the prince 
had his way and a new plain gold ring 
was used at the ceremony. The British 
United Press has some interesting de 
upon the subject of royal wedding rings. 
Queen Caroline, for instance, was married 
by George IV. with the ring to used when 
secretly married to Mrs. Fitzherbert.

HOW TO KEEP CANADIAN CHEESE 

Canadian cheddar cheese is made in 
various sizes and can be secured at all 
seasons of the year and in almost any 
quantity. Many people prefer to buy only 
what is needed for a few days at a time 
and, in that case, there is no difficulty 
in keeping it. Those who live some dis- 
tance from a shop can buy it in large 
amounts and, with proper care, keep it 
In good condition for considerable time. 
Brockville Recorder-Times tells how to 
ee 





cheese, as follows: 
‘or the average family, a 10-pound 
cheese is usually a convenient amount to 
buy at one-time. One-half of the cheese 
may be preserved for future use by cov- 
ering the freshly-cut side,with a thin layer 
of paraffin wax and keeping it in as cool 
a place as possible until required. The 
other half will keep fresh and moist if put 
on a flat plate or sheet of waxed paper 
with the freshly-cut side down. When 
serving, it-is better to scoop out the amount 
required with a small spoon or knife,

GOATS, INSTEAD OF COWS 


Some years ago calling attention to the 
fact that in some scattered fishing villages, 
© Duilt in very-rocky spots where there was 
little or no chance to raise sufficent to 
keep a cow, the children grew up without

‘The thing to note and to be kept'in mind 
is that by a tragic misapplication of the 
sclentific faculty it has come to pass that 
civilian nations, or those that claim this 
title, can enlarge the dimension of war and 
can make its aspect tenfold more hideous 
and calamitous than could a sfmilar host 
of savages even if they had the wish, In 
the Jast analysis it comes down to the use 
or,abuse of-the knowledge we have in our 
possession. It is a moral issue.—Mont- 
real Gazette.

ment of the Bureau of Statistics regarding 
the production of-cook stoves, and ranges, 
heating stoves, electric rangettes and elec- 
tric and gas cooking plates which reached 
‘a total value at factory prices of $4,685, 
00Q for year 1933 as against $4,685,000 
= for the previous year and $6,979,000 for 
the year 1931. 

‘The output. last year reached a total

Away from Hoste,

Mostel a Makeshift 


‘The Hosier, Mr. Croll said, had 
been a makeshift answer to a press~ 
Ing problem. Single men were 
massed there and tended to lose 
thelr individuality, Now when the 
Uume had come for a review of the 
whole problem of relief, a more 
satisfactory solution was demanded 
and lodging tn a private home was 
the best solution. 

But Mr, Croll made tt clear that 
his “no work, no reliet" dictum 
would extend to single men. Under 
the easherellef system they would 
be required to put in thelr speci~ 
fled bours of labor, at the prevail- 
ing wage-rate, on the same basis as 
heads of families. In muntcipalt~ 
es which have not adopted cash’ 
relief they will be pald on the 
voucher system. 

Single Women 

In the case of single women, the 
success of the home placement 
had already been demonstrated. It 
restored the confidence of the re~ 
ciplent and it lent assistance to 
the family which provided the lodg~ 
ing. 

“The single man becomes a part 

fa family group,” said Mr. Croll. 

‘He resumes his normal interest In 
the domestic routine, regains his 
self confidence, gets away from the 
fegimentation of the hostel, 

“His food requirements are paid 
by the relief authorities and he no 
longer has to tramp to a dining hall 
for his meals, He's ot least start. 
ed on the road to rehabilitation.”

CENTURY OF PHOTOGRAPHY 


Shades of tintypes!- In many a house- 
hold yet these pictures taken sixty-five or

But even the history of the 
photograph goes back farther thah even 
these, it goes back one-hundred years at 


‘Photography ‘was introduced’ into Eng- 
land as a result of the experiments of the 
Swedish chemist Schéelé who noted the ef- 
fect of the influence of light upon nitrate 
of silver. It was away back in 1802 that 
the first mention was made of a method 
of copying paintings upon glass and of 
making profiles by the agency of light up- 
on nitrate of silver. But Wedgwood who 
made this note in the Journal of-the Royal 
Institution could not’ “fix”

The camera has changed the. modern 
world and will continue to transform it. 
It is playing a vital part in the develop- 
ment of medicine, in surgery and in sclen- 
tific research. 


TRANSMUTATION NEARER 
Transmitation of elements is brought 
nearer by experiments.in es 
William D, Harkins explained Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences on Monday at 
Cleveland. Hhe shows how oxygen was 
formed by bombarding the lighter weight 
nitrogen with parts of atoms. This is one 
of the hardest experiments to perform 
with success, 

Transmutation of elements into gojd 
was the quest of the ancient alchemists. 
The search gave rise to chemistry which 
has done more for mankind than transmu- 
tation into gold could ever do, but even 
that does rot.seem so far. off as scientists 

+ are evidently coming nearer the proof 
that matter is basically the same, that dif- 
ferent elements are only different forms of 


matter. 
‘What chentistry has done for man in- 
cludes the changing of food and the pre- 
paration of synthetic materials, which 
have’ transformed life to a considerable 
degree. What transmutation into gold 
would mean if it could be done at a reat- 
Sonable cost remains to be seen.

IMPORTANCE OF MONTREAL AS A 
PORT and Canada as a nation received 
fresh recognition this week in the arrival 
of the first of a:regular line of steamships 
from far foreign ports, the City of Mo- 
bile. Crude rubber for: automobile tire 
factories fortaed a large part of her cargo. 
Captain Pattison, master of this. British 
freighter, was host at a luncheon to a nym- 
ber of Montreal businessmen, on board, 
in celebration of the: inauguration of the 
service. - Pictures of a lion prominently 
displayed in the captain’s cabin stirred 
the curiosity of the visitors and the-cap- 
tain told them of having raised the lion 
from a pup, making him the mascof\of his 
ship, until one day during the war to end 
all wars a German submarine decided to 
sink the Britisher, ripping big holes below 
the water line with torpedoes, resulting in 
considerable loss of life among the stok- 
ers and the death of the lion mascot-— 
just another tragedy in*that bloody sub- 
marine campaign of “sink without trace” 
every yessel afloat on the high seas—at a 
time when Germany's naval strength Was 
all below the surface of the sea and no 
German flags floated from ships afloat, 
war or merchant marine, because ‘Britan- 
nia as usual ruled the waves, ?

GETTING THE NEWS in word and pic- 
ture and getting it quick has become a 
science and an art—Detroit newspaper 
sends out camera mén on a plane to pho- 
tograph veasels in collision, one of which 
sank, taking four lives. Good close-up 
photos were taken of the vessel that stayed 
afloat, In New Jersey an explosion at a 
munition factory took several lives. Chief 
of camera squad, cold-blooded from fre- 
quent contact with tragedy, sent the fol- 
lowing report to headquarters: “Four 
men dead, two who always worked in the 
building; one was carrying loose dynamite 
to the building, the other was taking load- 
ed sticks of dynamite away.

European states the expulsion of 15,000 
Hungarians from Jugoslavia is very in- 
structive. The latter country, incensed be- 
cause Hungary gave asylum to the terror- 
ists who were fomenting assassinations of 
important,personages, decided to exile this 
large colony of Hungarians. This action 
grew out of the assassination of King Al- 
vexander of Jugoslavia in Marseille by 
Croatian terrorists, whose headquarters 
were alleged to be in Hungary. What a 
ghastly and prolific centre of conspiracy, 
revolution: and assassination these small 
states of Europe are! As long as these 
conditions exist it is almost impossible to 
bring about peace. If the statesmen of 
these countries could meet and decide up- 
on a policy of justice and equality for 
the minorities in their countries it would 
probably remove the bitterness and strife 
which has existed for so long. Without 
doubt the oppression of minorities and 
despotic systems of government have pro- 
duced the terrible state of affairs that 
prevails today.—Brantford Expositor. 


NEW AUTOMATIC AIR PILOT 


Twenty British firms—makers of air- 
craft, aero engines, materials, component 
parts and accessory equipment—have 
taken space in the Grand Palais, Paris, 
where France's fourteenth international 
aero show was lately opened by the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. Among the exhibit- 
ed products one item, the latest form of 
the automatic pilot, possesses unusual, in- 
terest. This robot controls movements in 
all three dimensions; it can be entrusted 
with the charge of an aeroplane in any 
manoeuvre and will steer in an unerring 
course.for hours on end with only the oc- 
casional and momentary intervention of a 
human pilot. Even if 200 or 300 feet in 
height be lost in a'bad bump, the new 
automatic pilot gradually steers the aero- 
plane back to the correct height and there 
resumes level flight.—Mail and Empire.

Ipuilding diet for such w patient of-| 
ten becomes a problem. 

No matter where the tubercle] 
bacilll may be lodged—whether in| 
tbe lungs, kidneys or bones— the 
polsons of these germs permeate 
the whole system and cause the 
fever, Inck of appetite. fatigue and| 
the other symptoms which are so] 
tamfiiar, 

It must be remembered, howerer, 
that the bacilli of tuberculosis can- 
[not be killed directly, nor can thelr 
poisons be neutralized directly. The 
lonly way both can be fought éuc-| 
cessfully 1s by building up the body 
so that Nature's own forces can 
lccnquer the distase. 

Regarding tuberculosis, therefore, 
tne idea has arisen that all one] 
must do ts fatten up the patient, 
las much ns possible. Artificial fat~ 
tening. however, Is of no value. 
Mere gain of weight does not nec-| 
fessarily indleate that the disease 
has been checked. 

‘Ine best weight for the tubercu- 
tosis patient is about three to five 
pounds above normal standards. 

‘The diet in this disorder should] 
Jciways be simple and readily digest. 
fed. If the patient is below weight, 
then enough extra food should be| 
Iciven to get the welght up to nor- 
mal. About one-third “more food 
[should be given beyond the amount 
which would be average for the 
patient were he free from the 
disease. In cases where there 1s 10 
ever, the diet should be the same 
jas regular, standard diets.

|" DATA ON BIRD FLIGHTS 


Interesting data has been collected by 
‘an English observer of birds, in regard to 
the. migration of swifts which spend the 
jummers around Liverpool. Bird flights 
“are among the most, baffling of problems 
“and it is by such data as is collected by 
patient observers that any progress in 

reaching anything near a conclusion as to 
the reason why birds fly away. 

‘The observer in this case was puzzled 
for a while, feeling as he did that food 
shortage could scarcely be responsible for 
the late August departuré of the swifts. 
He knew that insects were plentiful in 
August as in May when the birds arrive. 
But his finding is “it seems to me reason- 
able to conclude that they can possibly 
catch quite sufficient in, say, sixteen and 
a half hours in May, but require fifteen 
hours to fill their little insides at the tail

Tn the Montreal Dally Star of Nov, 26, 19%. the 
following letter in regard to the rallway problem, ad- 
dressed ta the Editor of the Star, appeared: 

“Sir.—In your desire to bring about 
railway amalgamation in Canada, . you 
have seen\fit on a number of occasions 
to quote me as having told the Royal Com- 
mission ‘on ‘Transportation that a.large ec- 
onomy could be obtained by such a meas- 
ure. I never told the Royal Commission 
that an actual large economy could be 
btained by amalgamation. 1 prepared a 











1 purely theoretical estimate, the object of 


which was to point out to the Commission 
that such theoretical economies were not 

*in fact realizable. Significantly, you have 
omitted to mention the reservations which 
T made. 

“Briefly, these reservations were: First 
—There would be wide disturbance of 
railway labor and of the industrial life of 
the country. Second—In my opinion, in 
the absence of the stimulus of railway 
competition, the economies could not be 
effected or maintained. Third—The ec- 
onomies were predicated upon a docile or 
practically helpless public and an equally 
docile or helpless staff of employees. 

“To be specific, the theoretical econo 
mies involved |guch drastic measures, 
among other things, as the unification of 
Toronto and Montreal headquarters, aboli- 
tion of regional headquarters at Moncton, 
the closing of district offices at Quebec, 
the closing of car and ‘locomotive shops 

* at Moncton, Quebec, Winnipeg, Montreal, 
Stratford. Toronto and London, the 
ing of a large number of engine terminals 
and a drastic program of abandonment of 
railway lines, which, although theoretical: 
economies, are not such that I, as a citizen 
of Canada, ‘could subscribe to as being 
as true economies in the best interests of 
the country. The Royal Commission, to 
judge from its report, evidently entertain- 
ed somewhat the same views. 

“The entire trend of my evidence was 
to draw a contrast between sane economy 
and extreme measures which would injure 
Canada. 

“To correct erroneous impressions which 
may have been created by.your editorial 
interpretation of my evidence, will you be 
good enough to publish this letter?

If 
the bars were down, the products of one 
country flowing freely to another, that 
fear would disappear, the peoples would 
be fed, unemployment would rapidly be 
reduced, and the nations, with their bread 
baskets full, would be in a position to turn 
to other things. Man must first eat before 
he takes to higher things. The bread bas- 
ket lies at the bottom of many of today's 
digorders, and the doctrine of national 
self-sufficiency is emptying the baskets 
making conditions worse,—Halifax Chron- 
icle. 

















It is with great pleasure that we read 
the plea of the Mail and Empire for the 
teaching of ethics in the schools, to which 
we heartily subscribe. It is the argument 
of educators that ethics are taught—inci- 
dentally. It is to this incidental teaching 
only that we object, When a pupil moves 
from one form to another and from public 
to high school and from high: school into 
life or university, he hag to pass certain 
standards in a,variety of subjects, but as 
to his understanding of his duties “to God 
himself and his fellow-man,” no explicit 
question is asked of him. He is examined 
in everything but ethics.

As for the benefitted ones, 
they are said to be openly accepting al 
acknowledging their “superiority,” and re- 
joicing in it. Mr, Cholerton asserts that 
the Dictatorship evidently believes that the 
stabilization can be safely attempted, now 
that the peasants are collectivized, the old 
intelligentsia finally squeezed down, new 
pacple are inthe saddle, and everything 
ding pretty well nationalized, and every- 
body driven in under the state.
